J here ascertained that the enemy, in perfect 
ignorance of our approach, were assembled between

as IT have previously stated. was to prevent thein from 
hreaking to the Southward, I detached a body of 


i Cavalry to the only ford in that direction by which 


they could cross, and IT passed the Gurwa with my 
Force and so disposed tt as to cover as much ground 
as possible with the purpose of driving the enemy 
into the apex of the triangle formed by the two Rivers. 

The main body of the Cavalry were moved con- 
siderably to the right to endeavour to close the only 
line of retreat open tu the enemy. due North, but 


i unfortunately the denseness of the Jungle prevented 
ithe Cavalry from acting quite as Lintended. They 
i however succecded in cutting up many stragglers. 


My advance with the Infantry and Guns was a 
perfect surprise to the enemy, who offered but little 
resistance, but here again the jungle favoured their 
retreat, however upwards of 200 were killed during 
the day. 

The greater part of the Rebels fled to the North 
ward, but a small force of Cavalry and Infantry were 
driven into the jungle near the junction of the two 
Rivers. 

As soon as the Troops had somewhat rested after 


' a severe dav’s work, and the great heat of the day had 
i passed, I proceeded to clear this jungle ; inthe mean- 


time however, a body of about 40 Sowars dashed 
across the open from this jungle as their only means 
of escape. but of these only three got away. 

The Infantry went through the jungle and des- 


troved a few of the enemy, but from arms of all des- 


criptions picked up, it was conjectured that the 
Rebels must have swam across into the jungles on the 
opposite banks of the River. 

it is now stated that Oomrow Sing has but very 
few followers with him, his Force having dispersed 
and gone towards the Hills. . ; 

During these operations, the Troops have made jong 
and fatiguing marches through a country cove 
with forest and traversed by several Rivers; on tho 
25th they were under arms from 2 a. M. until 8 P. 3f,, 
but both: their health and spirit have been excellent.

Wecams apon 
themon the edlvoof the Nanpurajangzle, when in the 
course of a pursuit of some 5 miles, fourteen of the 
Rebels were overtaken and shot. 

My party entered the jungle in) skirmishing or lor, 
but from tts denseness and the difficulty of passing 
through it. owing to the great quantity of thoray 
underwood the Skirmishers soon got into detached 
and independent parties. : 

Pam informed by Mr. Ro M. King. of the Civil 
Suerviec. that these Reb-:ls who are strazzliag parties of 
Gujadur Sing'’s Foree have made Westward. Another 
party of some 250 went last night from near Khulkaloa 
Ghat to the Churda jungles. 

I am much indebted to Mr. King for the informa- 
tion he has given with regard to the movements of 
the Rebels, and his personal assistance in aceompany- 
ing me during my receng dours. 

My best thanks are due to all who accompanied 
me, (the fatigues of the day being great and the 
distance marched not less than seventeen or eighteen 
miles.) but more especially to Captain Cox, Lieutengnt 
Eyre, my Detachment Staff, and Ensign Hibbert, of 
H. M.'s 58rd Regiment, and also to Subadar Mirza 
Hydur Ally, of the lst Regiment Sikh Infantry, on 
whom the brunt of the pursuit fell. 

My best thanks are also due to Captain Grant, who 
befure he joined me, had patrolled some twenty-five 
miles.

prouhed. Most of them were villagers running away 
theimselver from the enemy, and these | discharged in 
the morning, one man however confessed himself to 
belong to the Rebel ranks, and as he had a British 
Oflicer’s Regulation Sword in his possession, 1 directed 
him to be disposed of at onec.. 

At the dawn of day, we started at onece and found 
traces of the enemy at Balapoor Khal advancing ra- 
pidly at a trot, we must have entered the jungle in our 
front shortly after they had done so. Here however 
as we afterwards ascertained, they had turned off to 
the N. FE. towards Nalapoorwah, whilst we crossed 
their rear and proceeded straight on Bhojpoor. My 
object being to get to the end of the jungles before 
they did, and either to prevent them advancing into 
the Plain or go cut them up as they did se At Bho}- 
poor where both belts of jungle mect and end, we 
could heat no accounts of the enemy, but seeing a very 
suspicious looking body of men of about 80 Sowars 
aad 140 Foot on the Plain who retreated precipitately 
at our g epi we gave chase and pursued them to 
Muttea before we discovered that they were a body of 
Jezaichees and Police Sowars who had been invited 
to co-operate with us from Kulkulla. 

Taking our new friends with us and having evi- 
dently over-run the scent of our proper enemies, we 
returned through the North-East belt of jungle, 
keeping as close as we could to the foot of the 
Mountains, we passed two tracks leading towards 
the Koronia Sota at both of which I left a picquct 
of Sowars, and at length on arriving near Gigelee, 
heard that the Rebels whose numbers were variously 
stated at from 1000 to 2000 had undoubtedly taken 
the road tv the Sonar Valloy, crossing the Dundaa 
Mountain by the Pass of Koronia Sota, the main 
path towarda which enters the jungle nearly at the 
back (or North-East) of the village of Gigelce. 
With this information TI returned to Camp then 
moved to Chickenee, leaving the piequets [had placed

* CaptaingHeneage’s Squadron of 8th Hussars was 
ordered by Brigadier Smith to attack some 2 or ROO 
ofthe enemy's Cavalry who were threatening our Guns. 
They advanced out of the Pass in file and formed line 
asa gallop. After advancing some 800 vards they were 
ordered to charge, which they did) and were upon the 
enemy in a moment, many of whom were cut down and 
the rest fled towards the town, the ground here being 
very réugh and intersected with small nullahs, about 
one-third of the Squadron was obliged to deverge to 
the right under Lieutenaut Harding, the remainder 
under Captain Heneage, with Captain Poore and 
Lieutenant Reiley, going a little to the left and con- 
tinuing the attack caine sbortly into the midst of the 
enemy's camp. Where they took 3 Guns, cutting down 
the Gunners and completely clearing the Camp of the 
enemy's Troops under a continuous fire from the Guns 
in the Fort, and small Field Guus on the right and 
left.

Licutenant Harding was shot at by a dismounted 
Sowar, who missed him, but the shof struck his Charger 
in the eye and completely destroyed it.
